q This s ite DOES NOT  meet the requirements for an inactive waste s ite, DOES NOT  require investigation and SHOULD NOT  be 
included in the INEEL FFAKO Action Plan. 

Basis for the recommendation: 

The desc r ibed s ites included in O U  3-14 ara located in the area of the Tank Farm and adjacent to the Process Equipment W aste 
(PEW )  evaporator building. The s ites consist of soil contamination that resulted from spills  and pipeline leaks of radioactive liquids 
from transfer operations. Limited s ite investigations have been conducted at these s ites because may of the spill areas occur  in 
operational and radioactive areas. 

Based on the results of drilling and sampling, the extent of contamination is  generally localized at the s ite of the spill or leak, but 
contamination has been found to extend beyond the soil/basalt interface at appmximataly 45fl below the ground surface. Because 
current information regarding the nature and extant of Tank Fame contamination is  Inadequate to support selection of a final 
remedy, a separate RI/FS will be completed and referenced as  O U  3-14 Tank Fan Soils. 

The Snake River  Plain Aquifer inside the INTEC fenceline will be addressed in O U  3-14. The evaluation will include the 
contaminant plume from injection wells and other major sources  of SRPA groundwater contamination including the Tank Farm 
soils.  Potential contaminants of concern are Cs-137, Sr-90, H-3, l-129. PU 238. PU 239/240. Hg, and nitrates. O U  3-14 will 
interface with the High Level W aste Program and D&D programs to coordinate activity at the Tank Farm and related buildings, 
piping, and structures.
